W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 
2 3 .—The demo­ 
cratic members of the ways and means 
committee met last night and perfected 
the income tax provision by inserting 
a clause which will reach corporations 
th at keep adding to their surplus in­ 
stead of declaring dividends. 
The Louisiana members after their 
defeat in trying to solve the bounty 
and get a duty on raw sugar, were 
around trying to arrange a deal with 
Sperry by which the 
whole 
bill 
m ight be beaten. 
It will take the de­ 
fection of fifty democrats to do this, 
and there are no signs th at they can 
be had. 
Yesterday's action was in the house 
sitting as committee of the whole, and 
there is uo chance for a yea and nay 
vote. 
When the bill comes into the 
house proper Chairman Wilson can de­ 
mand a roll call on the amendment 
adopted in committee of the whole wip­ 
ing out bounty and making raw sugar 
free. 
A great effort will be put forth 
on the yea and nay vote to defeat this 
amendment. 
Such action would leave 
standing the Ways and Means commit­ 
tee's provision for a vanishing bounty 
and a duty of one-fourth cent per 
pound on refined sugar. 
The tests yes­ 
terday, however, showed th at such an 
outcome is improbable. 
Hopkins, Can­ 
non, and the other western representa­ 
tives who voted for free refined sugar 
will continue to do so. 


Mr. Kooertson (deni., La.) offered an 
amendment providing for a tariff tax 
on sugar. 
To this amendment Mr. 
W arner 
(dem.. 
N. Y.) offered an 
amendment putting refined sugar on 
the free list. 
Mr. Breckinridge (dem., 
ivy) offered a substitute providing for 
a duty of I cent per pound on mo­ 
lasses, syrups, and all raw products of 
cane juice, beet juice, tank bottoms 
sugar sweepings, etc. 
Mr. W arner’s amendment was first 
voted on and was agreed to by a vote 
of 137 in the affirmative to 52 in the 
negative—nearly all the republicans 
voting in the affirmative. 
The Breckinridge amendment was 
then lost by a vote of 57 to 144. 
The committee then rose, but im­ 
mediately resumed its sittings in the 
hope that the Robertson amendment 
might be passed, but the committee 
could not agree and at 5:40 it again 
rose and the house took a recess till 8 
S cisele. 
When the house met in the evening 
Mr. Brookshire (dem., Ind.) was the 
first speaker and was followed by Mr. 
Broderick (rep., Kan.). 
Mr. McCreary (dem., Ivy.) was recog­ 
nized when Mr. Broderick had taken 
his seat. 
He was in favor of repealing 
the sugar bounty at once and entirely. 
He regarded it as a fraud and an out­ 
rage, and was gratified at the action 
of the house in repealing it. 
Gov. McCreary was greeted with ap­ 
plause at the conclusion of his remarks. 
He was followed by Mr. Ililborn (rep., 
Cal.), who took, seriatim, the articles 
of California production in which Cali­ 
fornia would be injured by the passage 
of the Wilson bill. 
Mr. Goldzier (dem., 111.) briefly de­ 
fended the Wilson hill, and was fol­ 
lowed by Mr. Avery (rep., Mich.), who 
spoke in opposition to it, ^ after which 
the house adjourned.

any kind, particularly at this time 
when the condition of the treasury is 
so depleted. 
Mr. Meiklejohn <rep.) 
offered an amendment 
the existing law for the 
of the Wilson bill. 
He 
change of policy owing 
amount of capital invested. 
Mr. Dockery (dem.) of Missouri of­ 
fered an amendment striking out the 
bounty feature of the Wilson bill. 
He 
withdrew the amendment later, as it 
was similar to that introduced by Mr. 
McRae. 
Mr. 
Dockery 
character­ 
ized the bounty system as applied 
to sorghum, beet and maple sugar as 
petty larceny, and grand larceny as 
applied to the cane sugar industry, as 
the latter took out of the treasury 
over §8,500,OOO. 
After a short bout between Mr. 
Dockery and Mr. Boatner of Lguisiana, 
Mr. Dockery gave way to Mr. Brecken­ 
ridge (dem., Ky.), who defended the 
Wilson schedule. 
Mr. Price (dem., La,) was recognized 
and went into the history of sugar 
planting in Ljuisiana. 
He protested 
against the threatened destruction of 
the industry* which was the mainstay 
of the state. 
He was followed by brief speeches 
by Messrs Tarsney (dem., Mo.), Mer­ 
cer (rep., Neb.), W ashington (dem., 
Tenn.), Gillet (rep., Mass.), Snodgrass 
(dem., Tenn.), H arter (dem.. Ohio), 
Bowers (rep., Cal.),

In estimating 
incomes 
there 
shall 
be 
included 
notes, 
bonds and 
other securities 
except such United States bonds as 
are exempt from federal taxation, The 
tax is laid on profits realized within 
the year from sales of real estate pur­ 
chased w ithin the year or within two 
y*ears previous to the year for which 
the income is estimated: also on sales of 
live stock and farm products generally 
where grown upon one's own estate; 
all other incomes derived from any 
source whatever and the share of any7 
person of the profits of companies

Iow a Suprem e Court Refuges to Revers# 
Its D ecision. 


D e s M o in e s , Jan. 23.—The Supreme 
court has decided the famous case of 
J. A. Harvey vs. MT. M . McFarland, 
secretary* of state, involving the con­ 
stitutionality 
of 
the 
prohibitory' 
amendment to the state constitution 
adopted in 18s2. Ten years ago the Su­ 
preme court decided th at owing to cer­ 
tain errors in the journals of the gen­ 
eral assembly the amendment was not 
constitutionally adopted and therefore 
void. 
The 
State Temperance Alli­ 
ance found proofs th at these errors 
were in the journals only and that all 
the constitutional requirements were 
complied with. This action was brought 
by mandamus proceeding to compel the 
secretary of state to furnish plain­ 
tiff 
a copy 
of 
the 
amendment, 
the alliance hoping thus to get the old 
question before the Supreme court. 
That tribunal, however, refutes to re­ 
open the question and holds th at Sec­ 
retary* M cFarland4 ‘cannot be compelled 
to decide as to the legal effect of 
any of the records in his custody, and 
he is just as much bound by the de­ 
cision of this court that the alleged 
amendment was not legally adopted 
as any other public officer or private 
citizen of the state.” This decision 
puts a final quietus on constitutional 
prohibition in Iowa and leaves nothing 
of prohibition but the statute which 
will probably' 
be repealed by the 
present legislature.

W a sh in g to n , Jan. 23.—There was 
nothing of importance yesterday* in the 
morning business of the senate beyond 
the presentation of several remon­ 
strances against the Wilson tariff bill. 
Many* industries were represented in 
these remonstrances, but particularly 
the clothing and woolen goods in­ 
dustry*. 
The resolution offered by Mr. Peffer 
on the issue of bonds, declaring that 
the secretary* of the treasury had no 
lawful authority for issuing or selling 
such bonds, was laid before the senate 
and Mr. Peffer spoke upon it. 
He said 
the provisions of the act of Jan, 14, 
1875 (the resumption act), under which 
the secretary of the treasury was act­ 
ing, were perfectly plain. 
T hat aet 
related, and was intended to relate, 
to the redemption of United States 
notes and to nothing else. 
No au­ 
thority was granted in it to issue bonds 
further than to meet the Necessities of 
the resumption act. 
There was no de­ 
mand for the redemption of green­ 
backs; and if there was, there was 
more than enough gold in the treas­ 
ury to meet th at demand. 
Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.), said an appli­ 
cation for an injunction to prevent 
the issue of the bonds m ight be met 
with the suggestion th at the secretary 
of the treasury was an arm of the ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government, 
and that therefore his action could not 
be neutralized by an injunction.

believed the best way to meet the 
question would be to perm it the secre­ 
tary* to issue his bonds and then to en­ 
join the payment of them —thus tak­ 
ing the question out from executive 
immunity.

I t is true the democrats have a lead of 
only six in the senate over the repub­

IS CONGRESS SO 
U N R E L IA B L E . 
Is it true th a t the present demo­ 
cratic congress is so irresponsible th at 
Secretary Carlisle preferred to issue 
bonds under a strained construction 
of an old law rather than ask for new 
law s covering the case? Senator Voor­ 
hees assertion th at new legislation for 
bond sales would give rise tx “ elabor­ 
ate, extensive and practically iadefin- 
ate debate,” may be correct but if It 
is it casts a serious reflection on the 
common sense and public spirit of con­ 
gress.
